A curious fact has been observed by geo-

The same fact is mentioned by Le Hon, 
inthis I7homme fossile (p. 168), who says, 
that considerable ‘quantitics of  fox-bones 
have beon found in the lake-dwellings in 
Switzerland and the Danish Kjockkenmoe- 
dings, whilst not a single hare-bone- was 
found.

We -under- 
stand that a subscription is being raised in 
town for the survivors. . “3

that that vessel left Garden Keach in tow 
of the steam-tag Rattler about 11. o'clock on 
Wednesday moruing. - Passed the Agdmem- 
non in tow of the Celerity and Agra between 
Atcheepore and Nynan, and came to anchor 
at the latter place at about 20 minutus to 5 
P.M, Shortly after the. Ethel was brought 
to anchor, the -'gamemnon came up, round- 
ed to tip the river, and cast off the Celerity, 
the other steamer remaining fist alongside.

A LEGAL ROMANCE. 


(London Scoteman, Apsilld.) © 
_,The House of Lords, sitting as a Court 
of Appeal, have this week finally disposed 
of a case. which has troubled: the Courts of 
Law in Scotland with more or less inter- 
tuption for the last thirty years, and which, 
in some of its phages, presents cireumstances 
as romantic ‘as any of those that ara to be ! 
found in the French cause. célibres. The} 
Scottish earldom of Stirling, which was’: 
created,. we believe, in the reign of Charles! 
1; -and which was endowed:-by that monarch | 
with possessions in North America equal in 
extent to a European kingdom, together 
with’ the privilege of granting patents aud 
creating dignities, such as are usually con: 
sidered to -bé sacred to royalty alone, is 
now finally extinguished. The title, indeed, 
has been’. dormant for ‘many yéars—or 
rathor, it has been in that-semi-vital- state | 
in which & perzon lays claim to it‘ without 
having. the power to make his title good ; 
While at the same time he is allowed tu 
assert it because no one has an interest in 
disputing “his claim. © Mors than one of the 
ald historic..titles of Scotland have thus 
fallen into abeyance, and have been picked 
up and worn, with more or less of genuine 
belief in their ownright, by individuals of 
the linmblest rank, ~Uur readers will no 
doubt befumiliar with thestory told by Hugh 
Miller of the. hodman in Edinburgh who 
claimed to be the lineal descendant ‘of the 
old Karla‘of Craufurd, and whose assertion 
was admitted, while it was ridiouled by the 
masous, who delighted ‘to call -to him— 
“John, Hurl of Craufurd and Lindsay, 
bring me another -hod of lime,” The clai- 
mants of the Earldom of Stirling had not 
fallen so low in the social scale; on the 
coitrary, they had wealth- and wealthy 
friends, and it-was their determination to 
bring their right, not to the title only, but 
to the more semi-royal rights conferred on 
that title by the Sovereign, to the decision 
of the courts of law, that first moved the 
Crown to interfere and remove investiga- 
tion of the case'from the civil to. the 
criminal courts—from an investigation of 
the pedigrea of the claimant to‘an.accusa- 
tion that the principal documeuts-on which 
be rested his claim were arrant forgeries,

consequence was that on thé faith of them’ 
ho was served heir to: the title, But on 
their production strong doubts of their ge- 
nuineness sprung up in tha minds of the 
law officersof the Crown, whoof course wateh- 
ed with a jealous eye the progress of a auit 
that.was to-place a subject on a level with 
the sovereign in the grauting of. patents and 
creating dignities in a portion of her dumin- 
ions, Secret and searching inquiries were 
sot on. fuot in Paris; and enough light was 
thrown on the “transactions to induce the 
Lord Advocate of the day to indict Mr 
Alexander, the claimant of the caso, before 
the High Cont of Justiciary, for tho crime 
of forgery. ‘The doouients- that wera 
brought forward to establish the claim were 
now usod to demonstrate his crime ; and 
many witnesses were brought from France 
to testify, not only to the spuriousness of 
the documents, but also to the manner in 
which the forgeries had been manipulated.
